Washington, August 16.—Japan’s ul- 
timatum to Germany was received by 
American officials as one of the grav- 
est developments in the war situation, 
bringing for the first time the great 
military power of the Far East into 
a range of conflict heretofore con- 
fined within Europe. 

The announcement of the ultimatum 
demanding withdrawal of the German 
fleet from the Orient and the evacua- 
tion of Kiau-Chau was fully confirmed 
in offi@ial and diplomatic .advices re- 
ceived here. The American govern- 
ment has been informed of what has 
been done, and has received =§assur- 
ances from Japan that every American 
interest will be amply safeguarded. 
The’ Japanese embassy, while reticent, 
is known to be fully as to 
what~has occurred, and to be in con- 
stant cable communication with Tokio.

Ditches His Machine. 

Dixon MoCarty was driving the ma- 
chine, and as he neared Beuna Vista 
avenue, Rev. L. E. Barton, of 210 &t. 
Charles avenue, started his automobile 
to running from the left side of the 
street. Not seeing the fast speeding 
machine, the preacher turned his car 
into the middle of the street. Mc- 
Carty, when he saw the car was only 
about 50 feet away, and in order to 
prevent a head-on collision, swerved 
quickly to the right, going too far, 
and ditching his car in the gully. 

The heavy machine struck a tele- 
phone pole, tilted over on its right 
side, hesitated a moment, and then 
turned a complete somersault, spilling 
its occupants in every direction. 

McCarty and Curry Moon were riding 
on the front seat, and as they made a 
dive to clear the car, they were pinned 
underneath it. The right rear wheel 
struck Moon tn the chest, breaking 
three ribs. His kneecap was dislocat- 
ed, and, the doctors at the Grady hos- 
pital, where he was rushed in the 
emergency ambulance for medical at- 
tention, fear that he is seriously in- 
jured internally. 

Gets Broken Collarbone. : 

McCarty received a broken right 
collarbone, and both were knocked 
unconscious. 

Tomlinson, McMillan and Brittain 
were rendered unconscious for the mo- 
ment, but otherwise than regeiving 
severe bruises and cuts, escaped in- 
jury. They managed* to jump far 
enough from the machine to escape be- 
ing pinned underneath it. 

Dr. Barton and several other eye- 
witnesses of the accident rushed to the 
aid of the injured young men and lift- 
ed the automobile off the unconscious 
forms of McCarty and Moon.

French Hold Mountain Passes. 

Strong French forces are in posses- 
sion of all the pasees of the Vosges 
mountains, from the west, as w AS 
those leading down to Cohnar. Fa.ther 
south French forces are ready to pro- 
ceed over the flat cou y toward Muel- 
hausen. 

The French have taken the offensive 
along the line from Luneville to Sarre- 
bourg, on the German frontier, but 
here, as in the other theaters of war, 
the main armies have not come into 
contact.

Reports from Belgium say German 
Prisoners have been instructed to re- 
fuse information as to what regiments 
they are attached. In 1870 the English 
newspapers gave full accounts of the 
German and French regiments, where 
they were and what regiments com- 
posed each army. The commands and 
personalities of all the leading gener- 
als were widely known. 

Over all these details the armies 
engaged in the war théater in western 
Europe, except perhaps the Belgian, 
have folded a shroud of mystery con- 
cerning the men who will play the 
greatest parts in the drama. The 
public knows almost nothing about 
the cOmmander-in-chief of the French 
army, General Joseph J. C. Joffre, who 
is not an advertising general. Even 
the French people know less about 
him than almost any man who ever 
guided their military machine. The 
present dispositions of the combatant 
forces, their movements and plans, 
are chiefly matters of guess work. 
Experts can only surmise that during 
the darkness of the past fortnight of 
mobilization and of suspense for Eu- 
rope, the four great armies of Ger- 
many, France, Austria and Russia 
have been moving into positions which 
those who have theorized on the sub- 
ject have expected. 

The great mobilization appears to 
have proved one fact—that even the 
German organization, when put to the 
test under real war conditions, could 
move as fast as expected. 


Great Battle Way Be Beginning. 
The great swift battle on the French 


frontier, which was due last week, has 
not begun, 


so far as is known—or 
perhaps it may be beginning today. 
Not even the Japanese were able to 
cover their movements with such a 
cloud of secrecy as the millions of 
men now marching on the greatest 
iseale the world has ever known. 
The cénsorship, which has been 
around Europe except for a 
| few outlying neutral countries, is 
chiefly responsible for the success of 
this up-to-date military secrecy. No - 
telegram, private or for newspapers, 
goes Out of any belligerent country 
without passing under the eye. and 
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the pencil of'a keen censor. Germany 
and Austria almost have sealed the 
other usual means of communication. 

British newspapers discuss the war 
more freely than the continental press, 
but under the imperative request of 
the war office they say nothing of the 
movements of troops or ships. The 
German newspapers, according to re- 


ports, print only official news. 
The

French Birdmen Fly Over Metz 
And Drop Bombs on Fortress 
In Face of Storm of Bullets 


Paris, August 16.—(4:10 p. ‘m.)—De- 
tails of a daring exploit at Metz, car- 
ried out by French military aviators, 
were given today in an official commu- 
nication issued by the war office, which 
says: 

“At 5:30 on Friday evening Lieuten- 
ant Cesari and Corporal Prudhomme, 
flying in separate aeroplanes, left the 
French fortress of Verdun with orders 
to reconnoiter, and, if possible, to de- 
stroy the dirigible balloon shed in the 
German fortress at Metz. 

“Lieutenant Cesari flew 
fortress at @ height of nearly 9,000 
feet. while Corporal Prudhomme re- 
mained at the lower altitude of about 
6.800 feet. <A terrific fire was directed 
on the two aviators from the fortress 
garrison and during the fusillade the 
motor of the lieutenant’s aeroplane 
stopped. As he did not wish to fail 
in his mission, he began to volplane, 
and. while doing this, threw a bomb 
with marvelous coolness. Shortly aft- 
erward he succeeded in getting his mo- 
tor started again. 

Hurled His Bomb. 

“In the meanwhile the corporal had 
hurled his projectile also. 

“The smoke over the city prevented 
the aviators’ seeing whether they had 
been successful, but they believed they 
had achieved their purpose and flew 
away amid a rain of shells from quick- 
firine guns. They returned safely to 
Verdun.”

French in Forward M ovement 


All Along 


Paris, August 16.—(11:40 p. m.)—The 
following official statement was issued 
tonight: 

“A forward movement developed to- 
day all along tthe front from Rechi- 
court (Rixingen), in Lorraine, 11 miles 
southwest of Saarebourg, to Sainte 
Marie Aux-Tines. We carried the lat- 
ter and advanced into the region of 
Saint Blaise.

United States Will Probably 
Accept Tender—Gold Ships 
Reach England.

Washington, August 16.—A new ave- 
nue of exit for Americans stranded in 
Europe was opened today, when the 
German government offered the United 
States a Hamburg-American line steam- 
er, which would fly the American flag 
to bring home refugees. There was 
every indication that Secretary Garri- 
son, chairman of the government board 
of relief, would accept the offer. 

The opinion was expressed that some 
of the other nations at war would dl- 
vert liners to bring Americans home. 
Hope was exipressed that sufficient fa- 
cilities would be found so that the plan 
of sending United States transports 
abroad might be abandoned. 

While the Berlin government has 
suggested that any German ship em- 
ployed sail from New York around 
the north coast of Scotland for German 
ports, it appeared probable that an at- 
tempt would be made to agree on 4a 
Mediterranean route to avoid danger of 
encountering mines. 

Mr. Garrison asked the American 
embassies at Berlin and Vienna to de- 
termine the number of Americans in 
Austria and Germany who want to 
come home. Minister Stovall, at Berne, 
reported there were about 10,000 Ameri- 
cans in Switzerland who seek trans- 
portation. 


U. S. GOLD SHIPS 
REACH ENGLAND. 

Falmouth, England, August 16.—The 
United States cruisers Tennessee am 
North Carolina dropped anchor in Fal- 
mouth harbor tonight. The North Caro- 
lina reached port at 7 o'clock, about 
half an hour before her sister ship.

The gold for London 
will be dispatched by train tomorrow 
morning. The Tennessee and North 
Carolina will proceed Tuesday, calling 
first at Cherbourg The cruisers will 
then separate and proceed for differ - 
ent points. 


FLOOD OF AMERICANS

French Birdmen Fly Over Metz 
And Drop Bombs on Fortress 
In Face of Storm of Bullets 


Paris, August 16.—(4:10 p. m.)—De- 
tails of a daring exploit at Metz, car- 
ried out by French military aviators, 
were given today in an official commu- 
nication issued by the war office, which 
says: 

“At 5:30 on Friday evening Lieuten- 
ant Cesari and Corporal Prudhomme, 
flying in separate aeroplanes, left the 
French fortress of Verdun with erders 
to reconnoiter, and, if possible, to de- 
stroy the dirigible balloon shed in the 
German fortress at Metz. 

“Lieutenant Cesari flew 
fortress at a@ height of nearly 9,000 
feet, while Corporal Prudhomme _ re- 
mained at the lower altitude of about 
6.800 feet. A terrific fire was directed 
on the two aviators from the fortress 
garrison and during the fusillade the 
motor of the lieutenant’s aeroplane 
stopped. As he did not wish to fail 
in his mission, he began to volplane, 
and, while doing this, threw a bomb 
with marvelous coolness. Shortly aft- 
erward he succeeded in getting his mo- 
tor started again. 

Hurled His Bomb. 

“In the meanwhile the corporal had 
hurled his projectile also.

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BERLIN IS ISOLATED 
FROM OUTSIDE WORLD 


Night Revels Cease and Danc- 
ing Halls Close—People 
Showing Uneasiness. 


London, August 17:—(3:25 a. m.)— 
The Daily Mail’s Copenhagen corre- 
Spondent sends the following under 
date of August 15: 

“A traveler from Berlin says the 
city is completely isolated from the 
outside world. No mail has arrived in 
a fortnight from England, Russia, 
France or Belgium. Newspapers, 
mails and telegraphic information 
from Austria are received only once 
a week. The Scandanavian mails ar- 
rived last Friday with the latest 
newspapers and the greatest surprise 
was caused by reports of German de- 
feats in Belgium, especially at the 
Belgians’ victories at the Liege forts. 

“A mark was gladly paid for a half 
penny newspaper to get independent 
reports of what was happening. 

“Berlin was unusually quiet, the 
traveler gaid. No visitors were visi- 
ble and foreign languages were not 
heard. Night revels had ceased and 
dancing halls were closed. The city 
at night was in darkness. No lights 
or reflections from advertisements 
were allowed on the roofs and only in 
Friedrichstrasse was an electric light 
permitted. Restaurants and cafes were 
payin half their profits as a con- 
tribution to Red Cross work. 

“A war map exhibited in a shop on 
Friedrichstrasse was marked with 
flags to indicate German = successes, 
but the police instantly ordered its 
removal. 

“The Berlin papers which for a time 
firmly insisted that the Liege forts 
were in German hands finally admit- 
ted that this was not correct. It was 
pointed out that several forts were 
still withstandin the attack, but it 
was the Emperors wish that no more 
lives than necessary should be sacri- 
ficed and that.the fact that the Bel- 
gians still hold the forts would not 
embarrass the German operations. 

“The German Emperor had started a 
journalistic enterprise, declaring war 
news and war articles which he 
wished published in the Lokal An- 
zeiger Leipzig had been transformed 
into a hospital town and all the 
wounded from Liege were being con- 
veyed there. 

“The people, the traveler added, 
were showing uneasiness and depres- 
sion.”

U. S. GOLD SHIPS 
REACH ENGLAND. 

Falmouth, England, August 16.—The 
United States cruisers Tennessee an 
North Carolina dropped anchor in Fal- 
mouth harbor tonight. The North Caro- 
lina reached port at 7 o'clock, about 
half an hour before her sister ship. 
Scores of boats swarmed around the 
cruisers, their occupants cheering and 
waving handkerchiefs. 

Assistant Secretary of War Henry S. 
Breckenridge, who is acting as the di- 
rect representative of the government, 
said that the voyege was uneventful. 
Two warships were sighted, one Eng- 
lish and the other French. They 
steamed toward the Tennessee, but 
when they observed the Stars and 
Stripes, the admiral aboard the Brit- 
ish ship fired a salute. 

Secretary Breckenridge left Falmouth 
on a special train for London. A small 
amount of the Tennessee's cargo of 
$5,000,000 in gold will be distributed in 
London. The remainder is destined for 
the continent. The gold for London 
will be dispatched by train tomorrow 
morning. The Tennessee and North 
Carolina will proceed Tuesday, calling 
first at Cherbourg. The cruisers will 
then separate and proceed for differ- 
ent points. 


FLOOD OF AMERICANS 


TO START HOME. 


London, August 16.—(11:55 a m.)—An 
associated Press dispatch from Berlin, 
via Copenhagen, states that the return 
of the Americans homeward will now 
proceed more speedily as railway traf- 
fie is becoming more regular from all 
the larger centers of Germany. A 
floo@ of travelers will start in a few 
davs. On Monday a speeial train will 
leave Hambure for Holland with 400 
Americans. Other refugees will pro- 
ceed on three trains, each carrying 400 
persons. 

Sixty Americans will leave Munich 
for Holland on Monday. A train from 
Berlin for Holland on Wednesday. will 
carry 400 Americans, including sixty 
from Dresden. Americans in Frank- 
fort and Bad Nauheim will leave for 
Holland in ordinary trains, four of 
which will depart daily. Americans 
here hitherto have shown little dispo- 
sition to go to Holland, as relatives 
and friends arriving from there say 
that all the hotels are full, and it is 
impossible to get steamer passage be- 
fore the end of September. 

Henry Van Dyke, American minister 
to The Netherlands, however, has ad- 
vised Ambassador Gerard at Berlin that 
all Americans can easily find accom- 
modations in Holland. Many Americans 
are now anxious to proceed to Hol- 
land, as they have letters of credit 
upon English banks on which German 
banks refuse to pay as financial con- 
nections with England have been sus- 
pended. In many cases, however, the 
German banks, especially in Frank- 
fort, will ake advances to well- 
known Americans without security. 

Among Americans here who leave 
on Wednesday are fifty-six persons 
without means, most of whom are 
German-Americans, who will be aided 
by the American embassy.

Anglo-Japanese Alliance. 

The Anglo-Japanese alliance is said 
to have been the decisive factor in 
bringing about the present step by 
Japan. This alliance was originally 
made in 1902 On July 13, 1911, the 
alliance was extended for ten years, 
and also much enlarged. One impor- 
tant addition, affecting the United 
States, was in article four, which pro- 
vided that neither of the contracting 
parties was obliged to go to war with 
a power with whom a treaty of arbi- 
tration was in foree. As the United 
States has treaties of general arbitra- 
tion both with Great Britain and with 
Japan, this new article four excepted 
this country from the operation of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

It is understood the recent exchanges 
between English and Japanese officials 
has brought out the view of Great 
Britain that her interests in the Far 
Kast were being endangered by the 
operations of German warships and by 
the general conditions growing out of 
Germany's strong military position at 
Kiau-Chau. the beginning of the 
European war, Japan has been prepar- 
ing her military forces for all emer- 
gencies and has been concentrating her 
naval strength in the China seas. The 
American government has been kept 
constantly advised of these movements, 
and has expected that some decisive 
action on the part of Japan would fol- 
low in a formal communication to Ger- 
many as the latter's suggestion for 
the neutralization of the German ‘jprov- 
inces apparently did not meet with 
favor in Japans Germany's resources 
in the Far Fast are confined in the 
main to the 5,000 men garrisoned at 
Kiau-Chau.

But it was 
deciared that in the event of war be- 
tween Japan and Germany, Japan's 
field of activity would net necessarily 
be confined to the Far East, as her 
fleet and forces would be available, if 
occasion required, for operation in con- 
junction with her ally in western wa- 
ters, including the home /ports of Ger- 
many. 

At the German embassy no informa- 
tion had been received today concerning 
Japan's action and, no comment as to 
the German viewpeéint of the crisis is 
avallable. 

Kai Fu Shah, Chinese minister here, 
shown the text of the ultimatum, de- 
clined to comment, saying he had heard 
nothing from his government. He had 
not been officially informed of the ulti- 
matum, having heard of it only through 
the press notices.

Farmers, Bankers and Busi- 
ness Men Will Discuss 
Methods for Disposing of 
Crop at Good Price. 


Georgia farmers, bankers and busi- 
mess men began arriving in Atlanta 
last night to attend the conference 
and diScuss the cotton situation, at 
the state capitol today. John OD. 
Walker, of Sparta, Ga., who called the 
conference, will arrive in Atlanta in 
time for the conference. He will 
probably be accompanied by business 
men from his section of the state. 

The conference will be of great im- 
portance to the farmer and to the 
business interests generally of the 
State. At the present moment the 
@euth’s cotton industry is facing a 
crisis due to the closing of the Eu- 
fropean cotton markets by the war. It 
will be the aim of the conference to 
bring the farmers to a realization 
that they must formulate some sane 
end feasible plan to prevent a sacri- 
fice of the cotton crop, also to de- 
Vise a method through which cotton 
gnay be held so that the best price 
@btainable may be obtained. 

In a letter which he has sent broad- 
Past over the state, Mr. Walker called 
fttention to the necessity of all inter- 
ests—farmer, manufacturer, banker, 
failroads, and others, of attending the 
conference, pointing put that the more 
the farmer gets for his cotton crop 
the better off the state will be. 

Georgia’s cotton crop will be in the 

eighborhood of two million bales. 
The entire crop will be worth less by 
$10,000,000 if sold for eight cents than 
ft would be if sold for twelve cents, 
end as again pointed out by Mr. Wal- 
ker, Georgia could, if necessary, throw 
away 500,000 bales of this crop which 
cost ‘her farmers from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000 to produce, and still have 
more money to spend if her farmers 
get 12 cents a pound for what is left 
than they would get if the entire 
crop was saved and sold for from 8 
to 9 cents a-pound. 

In other words, if the cotton crop 
fan be sold for 12 cents, the farmers 
of the state stand to save about $380,- 
000,000. 

Another object of the conference 
will be to advise the farmer of what 
is ing done to aid him. The session 
will be strictly business, and only a 
legitimate discussion of the situation 
will be allowed. If the farmer can 
be shown that it is to his advantage 
to hold his cotton rather than dispose 
of it at ruinous smrices, the state will 
be many millions” of dollars richer.

By the Vital Statistics Law 


And New Public Health Bill 


. 

The vital statistics law will chart 
the battlefield for the greatest contest 
ever fought in Georgia for humanity, 
while the public health law will pro- 
vide the men to fight the battle, was 
the declaration of Hon. R. C. Ellis, 
member of the legislature from Tift 
county, in discussing the two new 
laws enacted at the recent session of 
the general assembly. 

No member of either house of the 
@eneral assembly did more earnest nor 
effective work than Mr. Ellis, who has 
been fighting for a public health law 
for the state for four years. He is the 
author of the public health law just 
enacted. 

How it Works. 

In talking of the purposes 
workings of the new laws Mr. 
said: 

“The public health lar adds two 
members to the state bore 1 of health, 
making fifteen in all. These new 
members are the state superintendent 
of schools, because a large part of the 
health work is educational and must 
be done through the public. schools, 
and the state veterinarian, who is 
added because man has many diseases 
in common with other animals. 

“The law provides for a coumty 
board of health tn each county of the 
state, composed of the county superin- 
tendent of schools, the chairman of 
the board of county commissioners, or 
if there is no such board, the ordinary, 
and one member who is a physician, 
elected by the grand jury for a term 
of four years. 

“All the health lawe of the 
which are now vested in the county 
authorities are conferred upon this 
board, which, while being independ- 
ent of the state board of health is, 
of course, expected to co-operate with 
the general line of the work of the 
state board of health. 

“The law is local option so far as 
the creation of sanitary districts and 
the work to be done therein by the 
district commission of health. Before 
the provisions of this Dill become 
operative in any county, it must be 
recommended by two successive grand 
juries, whereupon the law is made to 
apply to such county. The operation 
of the law may be suspended in any 
county in like manner. 


State Sanitary Districts. 


“Provision is made to divide the 
state into sanitary districts, composed 
of one or more counties, as the coun- 
ties may decide. As many counties 
may be combined !In each of these dis- 
tricts as desired, provided the total 
population does not exceed 75,000. 

“The county boards of health of the 
several counties composing each sani- 
tary district will elect the _ district 
commissioner of health provided for 
ander the terms of this act. 

“The duties of the district commis- 
sioner are to enforce all the state and 
county health laws of his sanitary 
district, the county boards to supervise 
‘his work. His salary will be $1,200 or 
more, as may be decided upon by each 
sanitary district. 

“The district commissioner of health 
‘makes a sanitary survey of his whole 
district at least once a year and sees 
‘that all the state and county health 
laws are properly enforced. He is also 
| to inspect all public buildings, espect- 
tally schools, jails, chain ,angs, guard- 
|houses and other place: of detention 
|and will see that they t.e kept sanl- 
(tary. Healso inspects hotels, depots and 
itrains and see that they are also kept 
jin good condition.

“The state board of health should 
put the vital statistics law in oper4&- 
tion at least by the first of January, 
1915, so that-we will have statistics 
beginning the firstof 1915. It will 
take a few months to get the depart- 
ment properly organized and ready for 
work, but this could be done easily by 
the first of the year. 

“To do this will necessitate that the 
board of health incur expenses for sala- 
ries, office supplies, etc., which will re- 
quire an appropriation by the next 
general assembly to cover. But the

“Georgia is the only state dn the 
union not already gathering vital sta- 
tistics, and | am sure the state board 
will take the necessary steps without 
delay to put Georgia in the front rank 
in health matters.”’ 

In again referring to the state health 
law, Mr. Ellis said: 


Death From Preventable Diseases. 


“There are more than sixteen thou- 
sand deaths in Georgia every year from 
preventable diseases. About one person 
in every seven who dies succumbs to 
tuberculosis, and tuberculosis is a pre- 
ventable disease, although almost an 
incurable one. Tuberculosis may be 
prevented by proper living, and the 
public health officer provided for will 
teach the people how to live so that 
they may not contract tuberculosis, and 
fAlso teach those who have it to live 
so they will not spread the disease. 
They will thus cease to be, as now, a 
menace to the community in which 
they live. 

“Massachusetts and other New Png- 
land states have reduced the death 
rate from tuberculosis so that it is 
now about one-third of what it was in 
1880. This has been done by health 
laws similar to the public health bill 
Just enacted by Georgia. The death 
rate from tuberculosis in Georgia is 
but litle less now than it was in 1880. 

“Typhoid fever and many other dis- 
eases are also easily prevented. If we 
can prevent these diseases, and we Can, 
it is hardly less'than a crime that we 
do not do so. The legislature has done 
its duty, and now it remains for the 
different cou: 'e* to do theirs. 

“Most people Measure everything in 
dollars and cents. The public health 
bill, with the aid of the vital statistics 
bill, which is a helper to the public 
thealth bill, is the greatest economic 
measure ever passed by a Georgia leg- 
falature. The only real wealth of any 
land consists in the people who habi- 
itate it. All the natural wealth of 
Georgia is absolutely worthless with- 
out men to enjoy it. 

“A man is worth to his community 
as much as the wealth he produces, 
and no more. The old sayin that 
health Is wealth is true. The ach man 
produces but little wealth, and the 
dead man none. 

“By so much as you make a man 
strong and healthy, yon increase his 
ability to produce wealth, and by so 
much as he is weakened by disease, his 
wealth-producing power is decreased. 
The average man does not pay the 
expense incurred in the rearing and 
educating him ‘before he is thirty years 
old. Therefore, if the average man 
dies before he is thirty years of age 
he has been an expense to the com- 
munity, and the community is the poor- 
er for his having lived. 

“By lengthening the lIives of our 
Georgia men of business by that much 
we enrich the commonwealth.”
